A   TERRIBLE    FATE. 

A  Farmer  Hangs  by  the  Feet  Kigliteen 
Hoars  and  When  Found  is  StiU  Alive, 
but  Vnconcious. 

London,  March,  17. — An  inquest  has 
ween  held  at  Macclesfield  on  the  body  of 
Samuel  Stubbs,  an  aged  and  wealthy 
woolen  mill  owner  of  this  place.    He  left  a 

saloon  to  walk  home,  a  distance  of  four 
miles,  during  a  heavy  snow  storm  a  few 
nights  ago.  In  attempting  to  scale  a  fence 
in  a  lonely  and  unfrequented  portion  of 
the  road  he  caught  his  foot  between  the 
top  rail  and  the  wire  and  was  suspended 
with  his  head  in  a  ditch  four  feet  deep  in 
snow.  He  hung  in  this  position  for  eighteen 
hours  during  which  time  in  his  frantic 
efforts  to  release  himself  he  tore  away  the 
brushwood,  turf  and  a  large  part  of  the 
bank  of  the  ditch.  At  the  end  of  tne  eigh- 
teen hours  he  was  accidentially  discovered, 
and,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  for  the 
entire  period  his  head  had  been  buried 
deep  in  the  snow  he  was  still  alive.  He 
was  quickly  carried  home  but  despite 
strenrous  eHorts  to  restore  him  to  con- 
sciousness he  expired  a  few  hours  later. 
Prominent  physicians  say  that  his  grasp 
on  vitality  was  unprecedented  in  annals  of 
medical  jurisprudence,  and  account  for  it 
on  the  hypothesis  that  the  rush  of  blood 
to  the  brain  which  would  naturally  have 
taken  place  under  the  circumstances  and 
caused  instant  death  was  held  back  by 
the  temperature  of  the  snow  which  acted 
as  a  refrigerator  upon  the  blood  vessels  of 
the  brain. 


SAD    INDEED. 


Shocking  Ciroumstauces  of  a  Social  Up- 
heaval and  Death  ot  a  Husband  and  Wife 
in  Brooklyn . 

Brooklyn,  March  17— Mrs.  Parmlee, 
highly  esteemed,  lived  with  her  invalid 
husband  and  family  in  an  elegant  brown 
stone  front  on  Jefferson  avenue.  January 
14  she  kissed  her  husband  good  bye,  did 
some  shopping  in  New  York,  and  afterward 
in  company  with  an  elderly  roan  entered  a 
disreputable  house  at  110  West  Twentieth 
street  where  she  died  suddenly  from  a 
heart  affliction.  The  man  fled,  and  his 
identity  was  never  established.  He  is  be- 
lieved to  be  a  wealthy  broker  and  a  neigh- 
bor of  the  Parmlee's.  The  affair  caused  a 
social  upheaval.  The  husband  was  yester- 
day apprised  of  the  facts  for  the  first  time. 
He  uttered  a  moan  and  fell  back  dead. 


The  American-German's  Tribute. 

Chicaoo,  March  17.— A  life-eiz^d  oil  paint- 
ing of  the  Emperor  William,  h<  a  vily  draped 
in  black,  rests  in  an  alcove  upon  the  olat- 
form  of  (Jlentral  music  hall  this  morning. 
Around  it  the  German  and  American  flags 
are  entwined.  Tonight  the  German  citizens 
will  assemble  in  the  auditorium  and  al- 
though thousands  upon  thousands  ot  miles 
from  the  fatherland,  will  in  their  own  hum- 
ble manner  pay  a  last  tribute  of  respect  to 
the  memory  of  the  once  great  ruler  of  the 
country  of  their  birth.  "The  services  will  be 
of  the  most  impresaive  nature  and  will  in- 
clude the  rendition  of  Moehring's  beautiful 
song,  "The  Prayer  Before  the  Battle,"  by 
the  chorus  of  the  united  singing  societies 
with  orchestral  accompaniments,  and 
"Siegfried's  Death,"  from  Wagner's  Goeter- 
dammerung  by  an  orchestra  of  thirty-five 
pieces.  There  will  "oe  two  orations,  one  in 
German  by  Congressman  Richard  Qunther, 
of  Wisconsin,  and  the  other  in  English  by 
Governor  Oglesby.  Francis  A.  Lachner 
will  preside  over  the  gathering  and  the 
boxes  will  be  occupied  by  consuls  of  the 
different  nations  represented  in  Chicago. 
A  large  force  of  workmen  are  engaged  in 
decorating  the  walls  and  galleries  of  the 
hall  with  the  flags  of  every  country  and  a 
portrait  of  the  Honorable  E.  B.  Washburn 
will  be  displayed  from  the  organ  loft. 


Vanderbilt's  Mew  Chef. 

Havre,  France,  March  17— Joseph  Real, 
Vanderbilt's  new  cook,  sailed  for  New  York 
today.  He  is  to  get  $10,000  a  year  be* 
sides  perquisites,  and  it  is  said  has  given 
bonds  that  none  of  the  Vanderbilt  family 
shall  suffer  from  dyspepsia  during  his  min- 
istration of  the  affairs  of  the  kitchen.  He 
is  a  great  pugilist  and  fencer  and  says  that 
he  intends  to  organize  numerous  fencing 
boats  and  kicking  parties.  It  is  said  that 
Joseph  first  captured  Vanderbilt's  regard 
by  a  dish  of  wild  duck.  Alter  slicing  all  the 
meat  of  the  bird  he  put  the  carcass 
into  a  press  and  squeezed  every 
drop  of  juice  out  of  it.  Then  he  cooked 
the  skeleton  over  a  spirit  lamp  on  a  silver 
dish  and  made  his  sauce  out  of  the  juice. 
The  gaeat  American  millionaire  declared 
that  lie  had  never  tasted  anything  like  it 
before,  and  asked  the  French  chef  on  the 
spot  his  terms  for  an  American  season.

THE  FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM. 

ROME  OF  the  CAUSES  OF°  THE  FALSE  ALARMS 
that  OCCASIONALLY  HAPPEN— ANNOYING 
BOTH  TO  THE  HORSES  AS  WEi  X  AS  THE 
MEN. 

"I  tell  you"  said  Chief  Engineer  Morris 
Hafey  at  No.  1  engine  house  yesterday 
afternoon,  as  the  members  of  the  depart- 
ment stood,  with  horses  hitched  and  every- 
thing ready,  listening  to  the  gong  banging 
away  in  a  meaningless  manner,  "that  these 
false  alarms  are  more  trying  and  wearing 
upon  ths  men  and  horses  than  real  work 
would  be.  The  principal  reasc>n  that  we 
get  so  many  of  them  is  that  our  wires  are 
strung  upon  the  same  poles  ir  many  in- 
stances, as4Uie  telephone  wires  are.  Idon't 
mean  to  say  that  the  telephuc.e  linesmen 
ever  intentionally  cause  a  false  lilarm,  but 
I  do  say  that  they,  in  my  opinicm  at  least, 
might  be  more  careful.  You  see  our  wires 
are  not  protected  by  an  insulating  covering 
as  they  should  he  where  they  are  strung 
upon  polos  also  used  for  other  wires,  and 
if  by  any  chance  the  telephone  w  ire  touches 
our  wire,  their  current  is  so  much  the 
stronger  that  it  closes  our  circuit  and  turns 
in  either  an  alarm  from  the  nea'est  box,  if 
there  is  one  close  by,  or  sends  o;i  a  number 
of  irregular  blows,  just  as  it  did  this  after- 
noon. Sometimes  we  have  other  sorts  of  false 
calls.  Not  long  ago,  a  party  opened  a  box 
and  pulled  the  hook  down  twice.  This 
caused  a  confused  jangleon  the  y,onii,  which 
no  one  could  make  out  unless  he  could  see 
the  indicator.  Then  as  happened  the 
other  night,  a  box  is  pulled  a :  some  dis- 
tance from  a  tire  and  we  don't  know  where 
to  go.  But  on  the  whole  our  syittem  works 
fairly  well  and  as  I  have  charge  of  the 
whole  system,  I  have  spent  a  good  deal  of 
time  in  btudying  up  the  theory  of  it,  and 
have  made  several  trips  to  Chiciigo  and  3t. 
Paul,  at  my  own  expense,  in  orier  to  per- 
fect myself  as  far  as  possible  in  the  practi- 
cal part.  Our  new  hose  sleigh  is  a  perfect 
success,  but  if  ihis  weather  ccintinues  we 
shall  have  to  get  the  hose  reels  out  again," 
and  so  saying  Morris  ordered  i;he  horses 
back  to  their  stalls.

THE  DISTRICT  OF  DULUTH. 

SENATOR  FRYE  REPORTS  FAVORABLY  UPON 
THE  BILL  CREATING  THE  DISTBICT  OF  DU- 
LUTH. 

Senator  Frye  has  reported  favorably  to 
the  senate  upon  a  bill  of  much  importance 
to  Duluth,  and  which  if  it  becomes  law  will 
make  Duluth  a  port  of  appraisal  as  well  as 
a  port  ot  entry.  Hitherto  all  imported 
dutiable  goods  have  been  appri;ised  at  the 
port  where  they  were  first  landed,  and  the 
duties  were  paid  there,  thus  causing  the 
totals  of  duties  collected  at  Duluth  to 
amount  to  almost  nothing.  Tl  is  also  en- 
tailed a  conitiderable  expense  upon  our 
merchants,  and  was  one  of  the  reasons 
that  St.  Paul  always  urged  agai  ist  Duluth 
having  any  special  advaivages  as 
a  wholesale  point.  Under  the  new 
state  of  affairs  goods  froti  Europe 
can  be  brought  straight  to  Duluth 
and  appraised  and  cleared  here .  Thus  a 
great  barrier  is  broken  down,  and  another 
advantage  is  offered  to  our  wholesale  im- 
porters. Many  of  our  dry  goods  men  and 
grocers  use  great  .quantities  ot  imported 
goods,  and  much  importedliquorandmany 
imported  cigars  are  consumed  ic  this  city 
the  duty  on  all  of  which  has  hitherto  been 
paid  in  New  York  or  in  some  other  sea- 
port. In  future  all  these  goods  can  be 
brought  here  direct,  and  the  d  jty  can  be 
paid  upon  them  as  they  are  needed  for 
consumption.  The  bill  also  creates  the

THE  INDIAN  PINE!. 

THE  ORDER  TO  STOP  CUTTING  RICSEBTATION 
PINE  MEANS  RUIN  TO  MANY  SMALL  OPERA* 
TORS. 

The  trouble  about  the  pine  upon  the 
various  Indian  reservations  has  at  length 
culminated  in  an  order  from  the  depart- 
ment addressed  to  Indian  Ageit  Gregory 

peremptorily  commanding  him  to  stop  cut- 
ting any  more  pine  from  the  Icdian  reser- 
vations. The  Fond  du  Lac  reservation  at 
Cloquet  is  the  scene  of  much  lumbering  this 
winter,  and  of  course  this  will  all  1>estopped. 
This  will  work  a  good  deal  of  hardship  upon 
Contractor  Pat  Hines  and  also  upon  the 
men,  as  at  the  best  the  mills  cannot  start 
up  for  six  weeks  or  more.  It  h  gratifying 
to  learn  that  the  very  man  who  has  suc- 
ceeded in  stirring  up  all  this  mu9sis  likely 
to  suffer  as  much  as  any  one  else,  he  being 
a  contractor  on  the  Bad  River  Reserva- 
tion. It  may  be  wrong  for  Vilaii  &  Co.,  to 
buy  the  pine  from  the  Indians  ab  the  Indi- 
an's own  prices,  but  it  surely  is  better  to 
cut  the  timber  than  to  leave  it  to  burn  up 
as  it  has  been  doing  for  some  .'rears  past. 
The  order  means  ruin  to  all  the  smaller 
contractors  who  are  logging  on  the  differ- 
ent reservations  around  Lake  Superior. 

Had  a  Scab  on  It.

Adulteration   of   Milk  to  be  Punished 
Imprisonment  Instead  of  Fines. 

London,  March  17, — A  prominent  mem- 
ber of  parliament  for  one  of  the  metropoli 
tan  boroughs  will  on  Monday  introduce  a 
bill  in  the  house  of  commons  making  it  an 

offense  punishable  with  terms  of  imprison- 
ment ranging  from  three  to  twelve  months 
for  milkmen  to  adulterate  with  water  the 
lacteal  fluid.  This  is  the  outcome  of  a 
secret  investigation  which  has  been  pur- 
sued tor  some  time  by  the  Society  of  Public 
Analysts,  and  the  necessity  for  such  a 
measure  was  strongly  demonstrated  this 
morning  in  the  course  of  a  conversation 
with  Professor  Sedgwick,  public  analyst  for 
the  city  of  London.  That  gentleman  said; 
"When  London  milkmen  in  one  district 
alone  receive  over  $40,000  per  annum  for 
water  mixed  with  and  sold  as  milk  it  is 
time  the  law  had  a  more  stringent  hold 
upon  them.  Especially  is  this  the  case 
when  the  flnes  inflicted  on  such  oBenders  as 
are  caught  are  under  the  present  law  only 
about  $5.  Milkmen  can  stand  agood  many 
fines  on  these  terms.  I  am  morally  satis- 
fied that  milk  adulteration  fiourishes  to  an 
inordinate  degree  throughout  London  and 
its  suburbs.  Within  the  past  few  months 
I  have  examined  $7  samples  and  all  except 
three  fell  within  the  limits  of  composition 
fixed  by  the  Society  of  Public  Analysts. 
Numerous  prosecutions  resulted,  and  the 
flhes  inflicted  ranged  only  from  two  and  a 
half  to  five  dollars  American  money.  I 
consider  that  this  foolish  leniency  has  the 
eBect  of  encouraging  the  dishonest  who 
adulterate  systematically  and  make  it 
very  profitable,  counting  in  the  fines  as 
part  of  their  outlay.  I  have  figucad  it  up 
that  through  its  milk  the  city  of  London 
pays  an  additional  water  rate  of  no  less 
than  $350,000  a  year,  the  milkmen,  of 
course,  and  not  the  water  companies  being 
the  gainers.  The  fact  is  that  the  process 
pursued  with  milk  after  it  leaves  the  cow 
and  before  it  reaches  the  consumer  are,  as 
Lord  Dundreary  would  have  said,  such  as 
'no  fellah  can  understand.'  The  minimum 
of  solids  other  than  fat  allowed  is  83i  per 
cent,  but  if  watering  is  done  judiciously  the 
analyst  may  be  compelled  to  pass  the 
samples  although  viewing  them  with  great 
suspicions.  But  the  worst  phase  of  the 
whole  question  is  that  the  water  used  is 
sometimes  so  foul  as  to  breed  diptheria 
and  other  diseases,  i  have  seen  this  fact 
demonstiated  time  and  again,  and  I  am 
firmly  convinced  that  nothing  short  of  the 
punishment  of  the  offenders  by  imprison- 
ment will  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  case. 

THERE'S  WHISKERS  ON  IT. 

Another  ''Draw"    Fight   to    a    Finish   on 
Long  Island. 

New  York,  March  17. — Jack  Daugherty, 
of  Philadelphia,  and  Johnnie  O'Brien,  of 
Brooklyn,  met  at  about  two  o'clock  this 
morning  at  a  resort  near  Corona,  Long 
Island,  for  a  fight  to  a  finish  for  stakes  of 
$400,  Queensbury  rules.  After  thirty-six 
rounds,  in  which  Daugherty  had  the  best  of 
the  contest  and  was  allowed  first  blood  in 
the  fifth  round, the  referee  declared  the  fight 
a  draw.  The  battle  lasted  two  hours  and 
forty  minutes  and  was  witnessed  by- fifty 
sporting  men. 


Caivary  Reopened. 

New  York,  March  17— For  the  first  time 
since  1848,  Calvary  cemetery  gates  were 
closed  Monaay  until  Wednesday  morning 
and  no  burials  took  place.  Yesterday 
150  men  were  at  work  shoveling  off  the 
paths.  Graves  were  dug  and  almost  as 
rapidly  as  they  arrived  yesterday  bodies 
were  buried.  The  roads  to  the  cemetery 
were  crowded  with  funeral  processions. 
One  hundred  and  thirty  hearses  had  entered 
at  6  o'clock  when  the  cemetery  closed. 
Forty-two  bodies  are  in  the  receiving 
vaults,  twenty-four  were  received  Wednes- 
day.

The  Chicago,  Milwaukee  A  St.  Paul  has 
been  granted  the  right  of  way  through  the 
ludiau  reservation  in  Dakota. 

Alice  and  Hariet  Woodhaul  have  been 
arrested  near  Birminsham  for  swindling 
insane  John  Gill,  of  New  York. 

The  Kansas  City,  Fort  Scott  &  Gulf  sys- 
tem will  probably  be  iuvolved  in  the  strike 
today  through  decioing  to  handle  "Q'' cars. 

Agent  Gregory,  of  Ashland,  has  been 
notified  to  stop  all  cutting  and  felling  of 
all  trees  on  all  reservations  under  his 
charge. 

A  aecret  meeting  was  held  last  night  at 
Eau  Claireof  lumbermen  to  protest  against 
the  order  preventing  further  lumbering  on 
the  reservations. 

Another  threat  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
railroad,  is  that  if  Manitoba  insist  of  the 
monopoly  clause  being  annuhed  they  will 
divert  their  main  line  from  Winnipeg. 

The  president  yesterday  sent  the  new 
Chinese  treaty  to  the  senate.  It  runs 
twenty  years  and  by  it  a  Chinese  laborer 
who  has  $1,000  worth  of  property  here  or 
that  amount  due  him,  or  who  has  a  lawful 
husband  or  wife  or  a  child  here,  may  if 
absent  return  within  one  year  or  if  detained 
by  illness  the  time  may  be  extended  to 
two  years.  No  other  Chinese  laborers  may 
come  in  on  any  terms.  Chinese  merchants 
scholars  and  students  may  come  only  when 
provided  with  certificates  by  an  American 
consul.

AN  IMMENSE  INCREASE  OF  LAKE 
CARRIERS 


The  Demand  for  Tonnage  Now  Equalled 
bj  the  Supply-— Low  Frelghttt  a  Great 
Advantafire  to  Daloth-— No  all  Rail 
Boote  can  Compete  with  the  Great 
Lake*  in  Summer — The  Law  of  Katare 
U  Hard  to  Dodse.

The  season  of  lake  navigation  for  1888 
will  open  with  brighter  prospects  (or  Duluth 
than  any  season  has  for  some  years  past. 
Letst   year  was  a  year  of  unprecedeutedly 
high   freight  rates,  caused  by   the  extreme 
demand  for  tonnage.      Every    craft   that 
could  be  persaaded  to  stay  on  top  of  the 
water  was   pressed    into    the  service,  and 
Tossel   owners  fairly  coined  money.      This 
prosperity  naturally   led    to  an  increased 
activity  in  shipbuilding,  and  today  there  is 
not  an  idle   shipyard   upon  the  American 
side  of  the  wholn  chain  of  lakes.    Bay  City 
and    the    Sa^inuws    alone   will    contribute 
about  a  dozen  of  the  largest  class  of  steam 
barges,  while  from    Buffalo.  Cleveland  and 
all  other  shipbuilding  points  come  reports 
of  a  vust  fleet  of  new  veosels   being  hurried 
to  coraplerion.      The  sure  ro^isequence  of 
this  enormous  increase  of  tonnage  will  be 
a  decrease  in  freight  rates,  and  low  freights 
are  thought  by  those  who  are  well  informed 
to  promise  a  large  increase  tcf  Duluth  both 
in  wt.eat  shipments  and  coal  receipts.    The 
supply  of  tonnage   has   now  about   caught 
up  to  the  demand,  not  only  for  the  coming 
seat  on  but  altto   probably  for  some  years 
to  come.       With   grain  rates  at,  say,  from 
one  cent  to  one  cent  and  a  half  per  bushel, 
no    railroad,  not  even  the  much  vaunted 
"800"  road,  which  our  Minneapolis  friends 
specially  designed  and  constructed  to  divert 
trade  from  this  point,  will  be  able  to  compete 
with  lake  transportation.      There  are  not 
wanting  those  who  attribute  the  falling  off 
of  grain  receipts  last  year  at  Duluth  to  the 
ruinous  freight  rates  that  prevailed   during 
the  summer,  but  now  it  would  appear  that 
the  era  of    these    exorbitant    charges    had 
come  to  an  end.     The  law    of    supply    and 
demand  is  as  immutable  as    the    ebb    and 
flow  of  the  ocean's  tide,  and  from  this  time 
on  the  trade  of  the  Northwest  will  seek    its 
natural  channel  by  way  of  Duluth  and   the 
great  lakes.      Duluth's    competitors    have 
made  a  hard  fighi  to  deprive  her    of    what 
naturally  belongs  to  her,  but  as  long  as  the 
waterway  system    of    North    America    is 
navigable,  Duluth  must  be  and  remain   the 
great  natural  receiviug  and  shipping  -point 
which  she  is  destmed  to  be  by  virtue  of  her 
geographical  position. 

TRAXSPOBTATION    CHARGES. 

As  an  instance  of  the   enormous    protits 
which  freights  on  grain  at    seven    to    eight 
'    cents  per  bushel,  and  iron  ore  at  anywhere 
between  two   and    three   dollars    per    ton, 
yielded  to  the  vessel  men  last  year,  the    fol- 
lowing incident  may  be  cited:     At  the  close 
of  the  ceason  of  1886,    two    steam    ban;es 
were  laid  up  here  for  the  winter.    The   gen- 
tleman in  whose  charge  they  were  left    was 
authorized  by  the  owner  to  sell  them    both 
if  he  could  obtain  JSO,000  apiece  for  them. 
They      were       new       barges       and       were 
used     to      store     grain      in      during      the 
winter,         and        the         amount        that 
they  would  earn  for  storage  and  freight  up- 
on that  grain  would  amount tosomethous- 
ands  of  dollars  which  of  course  would   be- 
long to  the  purchaser.     The  ag^nt  failed   to 
sell  these  boats  during  the   winter,   and   in 
the  spring  he  was  notified  that  the  vessels 
were  m  longer  for  sale.    Tr;ey  sailed  in  the 
Lake  Superior  trade  all    last    season,    and 
now,  mark  the  result.    By  the  end    of   the 
season  those  boats  had  each  paid  to    their 
owner  in  freights,  just  about  the  same  sum 
as  he  off-red  to  sell  them   for   at   the  close 
of  the  previous  season,  so  that  he  had  his 
money  and  his  sh  I  OS   also.     Perhaps   some 
may  think  that  this  reads  like  a  fish  story, 
but  nevertheless  it  is  as  true  as  gospel,,  and 
can    be    readily  substantiated.     This," it  is 
sail,  is  not  an  isolated  case  by  any  means, 
and  in  view  of  such  occutrennes,  it  will  not 
be  strange  if  the  discovery  should  be    made 
dnrin^    the   coming   season,    that  there  is 
even  such  a  thing  as  overdoing  the  building 
of    lake    carriers    of    the  largest  class,  but, 
however,  this  may  be,  this  increase  of  ton- 
na^  means  increased  prosperity  to  Daluth. 


There  is  probably  no  contractor  and 
builder  in  Duluth,  and  few  in  the  Northwest 
better  known  than  Mr  Robert  C.  Jordan, 
who  resides  at  No.  727  East  Second  street.
